President Nixon escalated 
•the transatlantic war of 
words Friday by warning 
Europe that the United 
States is ready to "go 
separately" in trade and 
defense policy unless the 
Atlantic allies reach, a 
prompt agreement on a 
new cooperative relation- 
ship. 


"The day of the one- 


way street is gone," the 
President declared as he 
ruled out any early sum- 


mit session, or one simply 
to reshape the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion on NATO's 25th anni- 
versary next month/That 
agreement is known.to be 
ready. 


"Until Europe is as will- 


ing to cooperate on the 
economic and political 
front, no meeting of heads 
of state will occur," Nixon 
said in answering ques- 
tions before, the Execu- 
tives Club. And, he said, 
"I regret to report that on 
the economic and political 


•front progress has not 
gone forward." 
; 


In another vein, the 


President cautioned the 
Arab oil states that if they 
lift their embargo against 
the U.S. only conditionally 
as a pressure tactic the 
move would slow down 
"our yery real and ear- 
nest efforts" to work out a 
disengagement between 
Israel and' Syria and .to 
arrange an over-air settle- 
ment in the Middle East. 


He described himself as 


"a friend of:Israel" but 
implied strongly that it 


Will be compelled to 
undertake a broad with- 
drawal from former Arab 
territory in order "to 
avoid the flashpoint of 
world conflict."

sy., Earlier this week the

in Western Europe, most 
of them in Germany. 


Despite the continuing 


flareups, in the alliance — 
Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger Monday said 
getting Europe's coopera- 
tion was the biggest U.S. 
foreign .policy problem — 
there have been 'reports 
that the'Common Market 
countries were ready to 
invite Nixon to visit in the 
second half of April. 


The President's re- 


marks would appear to 
make such an invitation 
academic. 


Gas bonanza for Sundays 


SACRAMENTO (AP)-At least 823 


additional service stations will be open 
Sundays in California in response to a 
plea from Gov. Reagan, the governor's 
office said Friday. 


Reagan sent telegrams to major oil 


companies asking them to voluntarily 
open their company owned and operated 
stations on Sundays, assistant press 
secretary Rudy Garcia said. 


Garcia said Standard Oil of Califor- 


nia, the state's biggest single owner of 
service stations, had not replied by 
Friday evening. But he said four other 
companies had agreed to.open stations 
on Sunday. 


He said the replies indicate there will 


be an extra 506-Union stations, 200 Doug- 
las stations, 66 Gulf- stations and 51 
Mobil stations open Sundays beginning 
this weekend.

"In light of continuing difficulties 


many people are having in obtaining 
gasoline', I am'asking the .oil companies 
to voluntarily open their company owned 
and operated stations 'on Sunday. Sever- 
al have already agreed," a statement 
from Reagan said. 


•Meanwhile,: a' federal energy spokes- 


man said California is not going to get 
the extra 46!5 million gallons of gasoline 
allocation this month that state officials 
had expected..

Wednesday after state and federal ener- 
gy'officials in California received a tele- 
gram from the Federal Energy Office 
spelling out the" state's March allocation.

WASHINGTON - Nearly half the

don't have enough military students to 
make the Army program economically 
worthwhile, the Pentagon said Friday. 
"Letters of concern" will be mailed to 
140 schools with 17 or fewer juniors 
enrolled in Army ROTC. The letters will 
give the colleges a year to increase 
their Army ROTC enrollments followed 
by another year of probation before the 
Army program is canceled. 


Mobil TV ad deal 


NEW YORK - Mobil Oil Company 


has offered to buy time on the television 
networks for its critics, provided the 
networks allow Mobil to buy an equal* 
number of commercials to state its 
own position in the energy crisis in the 
manner it chooses. But all three net- 
works have rejected the idea as a dan- 
gerous precedent. Mobil's unusual offer 
grew out of the company's attempts to 
purchase commercials that would sell 
its point of view in the energy' crisis 
rather than its products. Like the other 
oil interests, Mobil maintains it is being 
denied access to television to express its 
philosophical position on the crisis; But 
at the same time, public-interest groups 
have been protesting that the oil view- 
point is already being strongly and fre- 
quently presented on television, without 
rebuttal from the consumer side, which 
also contends it is being denied access. 
Unsafe mines to close 
WASHINGTON '— Despite appeals 


from' the Federal Energy Office, the 
Interior Department said Friday'it will 
order the closing of 500 coal mines 
March 30 for failing to comply with 
government safety laws. The mines, 
mostly small independent operations, 
account for about five per cent of U.S. 
coal production or about 30 million tons 
a year. Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. 
Morton upheld the finding that there 
was no legal way to amend the 1969 
Federal Coal Mine Health and Safety 
Act to permit continued operation of the 
mines: Meantime the majority of strik- 
ing coal miners in southern West Vir- 
ginia returned to work Friday after 
their 2%-week boycott to protest gaso- 
line allocation policies.

Big Siberia project planned 


MOSCOW — Communist Party leader 


Leonid Brezhnev announced Friday a 
$46.2 billion program for the agricultur- 
al development of a vast region of west-' 
ern Siberia during 1976-1980. The money 
represents 25 per cent of the entire 
agricultural investment for the Soviet' 
Union during 1971-75. Western diplomats 
said the project — if successful — would 
be a major step toward solving Russia's 
perennial agricultural headaches and 
generally agreed that development of 
the region would be directed toward 
grain producton and a livestock econo- 
my. The Virgin Lands program initiated 
by Nikita Khrushchev 20 years' ago 
turned major parts of cental Asia and 
Kazakhstan into top producing regions 
that last year contributed 27 per cent of 
the grain harvest in the Soviet Union. 


Wilson election warning 


LONDON - Prime Minister Harold 


Wilson said Friday he will call new 
-general elections if the opposition in 
parliament topples his new minority 
Labor government in their first test of 
strength Monday. Wilson, speaking 11 
days after he took office at the head of 
the minority Labor administration, told 
a party rally the opposition Conserv- 
ative and Liberal parties will act at 
their own risk if they seek to overthrow 
him so soon. The first of Wilson's gov- 
ernment will come in a parliamentary 
vote Monday on Wilson's strongly so- 
cialist iegisiative. program outlined at 
the opening of parliament in a speech 
read by Queen Elizabeth but written by 
the Labor Party, Government officials 
said Wilson believes a new election so 
soon after the Feb. 28 vote would bring 
him back to power with a big majority 
in parliament 


Bombs jolt Ulster 


BELFAST-Extremist bombs rocked 


Northern Ireland Friday from County 
Antrim in the north to the Irish Repub- 
lic border in the south in an unprece- 
dented wave of violence, the British 
Army said. More than 400 bomb threats 
were received by police. Extremists 
also hijacked two express trains at gun- 
point near the Irish Republic border in 
County Armagh Friday, ordered scores 
of passengers off' and planted nine 
bombs before escaping. No injuries 
were reported in the double hijack. At 
least one person was'killed in the new 
wave of bombings, the army said, rais- 
ing to 970 the toll for more than 4% 
years of violence. 


Soviet space setback 


MOSCOW-The failure of the latest 


Soviet Mars landing mission has set 
back exploration of the red planet by at 
least two years, Western space experts 
said Friday. Scientists had hoped the 
mission would assemble clues to help 
solve the mystery of whether there is 
life on Mars, but they said much of the 
hoped-for data now would be unobtain- 
able. 


Jet crash kills 16 


TEHRAN, Iran - A Danish" airliner 


with 96 persons aboard caught fire as it 
taxied toward takeoff from Tehran air- 
port Friday, and at least 16 were killed, 
Iran's civil aviation department said. A 
department spokesman said 16 bodies 
were recovered from the wreckage and 
80 persons were rescued. The plane was 
carrying vacationers returning to 
Copenhagen from New Delhi after a 
two-week tour of the Far East.

Muskie blasts pleas for extension

A parade of technical 


experts, politicians, busi-

You now have a full refund of the price, of the 


missing merchandise but you are out the money .you 
paid.for postage, handling and insurance. ACTION 
LINE phoned Lana Lobell (Hanover House'Industries, 
Inc.) in Hanover, Pa. in mid-February and you receiv- 
ed the refund three weeks later. 


Lien 


We own a small company that prints the specifica- 


tions for home construction and remodeling projects. 
We haven't been paid for several jobs and some of the 
bills go back as far as two years. How can we file a 
mechanic's lien? D. G., Paramount. 


You may not qualify under the mechanic' lien law, 


which basically applies only to those persons whose 
work or materials actually were incorporated in the 
building project, said a spokesman for the California 
Contractors State License Board. He added that the 
law has been extended to cover architects and land 
surveyors, but your type of business isn't specifically 
mentioned. He suggested that you consult an attorney 
for advice on your lien rights. If you do qualify, you 
still won't be able to file a lien on any bills over $400 
since you did not send preliminary notices to the 
property owners within 20 days after you started the 
work. Your only recourse for these bills would be a 
lawsuit, the spokesman said. By 1967 law, sub-conlrac- 
tors and suppliers of materials must file this notice to' 
obtain their lien rights if they don't get paid. A 
preliminary notice need not be filed if the individ- 
ual or company is, dealing, directly with the property 
owner and not through a contractor or. if the cost of the 
work of materials is less than $400. To place a mechan- 
ic's lien on a piece of property, file a lien form 
(available at most stationery stores) with the appropri- 
ate county recorder's office. The lien places a cloud on 
the property title and unless ordered removed by the 
courts, it remains on the deed records, until the debt is 
paid.

The 
interim standards how- 
ever are expected to re- 
main in force only for 
about one year. 


Lunche and Schabarum 


stressed that by 1977 there 
will be such an improve- 
.ment in air quality "that 
the,difference between the 
1977 levels and the ulti- 
mate objective for 1980 
will not be discernible to 
the man in the street. 


LUNCHE additionally 


stressed that the less se- 
vere interim • standards 
actually would achieve 
better quality air than the 


lower emission'standards 
in.;;the.act'because of a 
critical ratio between 
oxides of nitrogen and 
carbon monoxide in the 
creation of smog. 


1 He= said the ratio be- „ 
tween allowable emissions 
in the lower standards re- 
quired by the act would 
allow for less smog being 


created but;would not be 
good enough to meet re- 
quired air standards. 


Lunche also argued that 


EPA officials did not ap- 
pear to understand the 
critical nature of a ratio 
between emissions -arid 
the fact that the Los An- 
geles Basin could not be

of actual physical kidnap- 
ing by distraught parents 
of young adults who be- 
Iqnged to communal reli- 
gious sects, such, as the 
Children of God.

ing; 


The National Council 


resolution "was not meant 
to apply to those who are 
"unarguably a minor, 
subject to the authority of 
his or her own parents." 
It specifies one who is 
"clearly an adult compe- 
tent to make his or her 
own commitments in reli- 
gion as in other matters." 


The resolution also 


stated that it was "mind- 
ful of the intense anguish 
which can motivate par- 
ents at the defection of 
their- offspring from the 
family faith...but in our1 
view it does not justify 
forcible abduction. 


''We are aware," the 


governing board contin- 
ued, "that religious 
groups are accused of 
'capturing' young people ' 
by force, drugs, hypno-

niques. 


One such case gained 


prominence in a trial 
back east. Judges and 
juries seem' reluctant to 
rule against parents who 
want to take back their 
offsprings from what ap- 
•pear to be fanatic sects. It 
has been authenticated 
that the Children of God, 
for 
example, 
have 


brought youngsters to 
completely renounce their 
parents, and not even con- 
tact' them to tell them 
they are alive and well. 
(This in the name of 
Christianity and love, no 
less!) 


Aware of this perver- 


sion, the National Council 
still feels it must take the 
broad view that when one 
is of legal .age, he or she 
has rights which must be 
protected, even from anx- 
ious parents, and that 
"religious liberty is one of 
the most precious rights 
of humankind, which is 
grossly violated by forci- 
ble abduction and pro- 
tracted efforts to change 
a person's religious com- 
mitments by duress."

The. district, first to 


hold a special convention, 
'voted $50,000 help for the 
"seminary in exile" in St. 
Louis, where the over- 
whelming majority of the 
former Concordia student 
body and faculty are, and 
asked synodical leaders to 
''vacate charges of false 
doctrine, reinstate dis- 
missed personnel, and re- 
frain from 'any further 
such actions'.' 


The convention also 


gave its opinion that the 
"Statement on Scriptural 
and Confessional Princi- 
ples" adopted at the New 
Orleans 'convention last 
year was unconstitutional. 


The statement authored 
by Dr. Preus as a guide- 
line for dealing with the 
Concordia matter, had 
brought "suffering," the 
resolution said, and added 
.that the Atlantic District 
was unwilling to permit 
the statement to be used 
as a "norm by which any- 
one is judged." 


Rev. Rudolph Ressmey- 


er, district president, said 
that the meeting was "not 
to be construed as an act 
of rebellion against the 
Synod," which could con- 
ceivably make Preus won- 
der what the district 
would have said if the 
meeting COULD BE con- 
strued as an act of rebel- 
lion! 


The Atlantic District 


(one of the largest) was 
known to 'be sympathetic 
to the "moderate" side. 
Other districts will be 
heard from on the "con- 
servative" side. No reso- 
lution of the controversy 
is anywhere in sight.

By contrast,' 
he said, the .proposed constitutional 
amendments would compel women to 
bear children against their conscience 
and force particular religious and moral 
standards on every citizen.

Once in Hollywood I 


visited with a famous old 
chara'cter actor, a long 
time friend. 


He said, "You and I are 


in the same business. We 
both: serve the public. 
Andi'-sometimes, anyone 
who. appears publicly will 
get into .a slump. Do you 
know how to get out of a 
slump?" 


"How?" Tasked, for I 


have experienced- the 
problem of the slump, and 
that isn't limited to those 
who' appear publicly ei- 
ther.

"Well, first," he ex- 


plained, "you must keep 
humble. Don't ever get to 
thinking you are too good, 
because the minute you 
get,to thinking that, you 
are no good/When you 
start thinking too well of 
yourself, people will sense 
your lack of humility and 
they will stop thinking 
well of your Besides you' 
have, to keep "on learning 
to get to the top and then 
you have to keep on learn- 
ing.to stay there, and only 
humble people can learn 
anything." 


"NOW,- TAKE ME," he 


continued. "I had a suc- 
cessful career. But after I 
hit the big time I got to 
thinking so well of myself 
that,'when I walked on 
.stage, I was mentally con- 
gratulating people be- 
cause they had the privi- 
lege, of seeing me. I felt 
they should be paying 
twice as much as they 
had put out for the ticket 
to our theater. In fact I 
got so that I wa 
;s looking 


over them coldly, indiffer- 
ently, from an upper level 
of superiority. I knew so 
much that no one could 
tell me anything. 


"Then, presently, I 


began to notice that peo- 
ple weren't as interested 
in me as they had been. 
Producers noticed it too. 
They stopped'offering me 


big parts. Things got 
tough and then I began 
hating my uneiithusiastic 
audiences. 


"Then I had a big origi- 


nal thought. Maybe just 
•maybe the fault might be 
m myself. I started think- 
ing, really thinking and 
self-evaluating.'It came to 
me that I was too self- 
centered, too interested in 
.myself and without "love 
for other people. Actually 
I saw myself as a cocky 
stupid egotist. No wonder 
I wasn't popular' any- 
more."

"But," he continued 
one night, on stage, I 
came to myself. My part 
that night didn't amount 
to much. I looked out at 
the audience from the 
wings while waiting to go 
on. There happened to be 
a dejected and tired look- 
ing fellow in a front row.'

Gant School closing opponents 
ready petition for L.B. board

A petition, opposing the possible closure of Gant 


Elementary School — signed by about 1,800 East Long 
Beach residents — will be presented to the Board of 
Education Monday, a parents' group says. 


Norman Saatjian, a spokesman for the parents 


committee, said the signatures represent 94.7 per cent 
of the persons that the group was able to contact in the 
Gant district in a 2'/2 day period. 


The petition opposes "any study or proposal con- 


cerned with the possible deactivation, closure or rede- 
signation" of Gant facilities. 


Gant was one of 10 East Long Beach'schools that 


scored high on a Unified School District survey that 
identified possible candidates for further study for 
closure or conversion. 
. 


SCHOOL .OFFICIALS said that declining enroll- 


ment will force'some school closures or conversions, 
because lower enrollment means less money from both 
local and state sources. 
. 


No decision has been made on how many schools or 


which schools will be affected, and the survey, given to 
the Board of Education by the school staff Feb. 15, was 
only to tab schools for in-depth study, district officials 
said.

Mrs. Jean Rose, president of the Gant PTA, said 


the petition is "an expression of concern on the part of 
Gant parents that the school will be closed or leased to 
the college on the basis of inaccurate information such 
as the study group received." 


Some parents have said they're concerned, that the 


school, located across Atherton Street from Long. 
Beach State University, could 'be sold or leased to 
LBSU.

The initial survey rated schools in terms of enroll- 


ment trends, condition of physical plant, school envi- 
ronment, potential for other use and possibility for 
reorganizing grade levels. 


Gant parent spokesmen said that Associate Super- 


intendent Vern Hinze, in letters to parents, had said the 
district staff had not yet decided what schools will be 
included in the upcoming in-depth survey. 


He said Gant might not even be considered, despite 


its high score on the initial survey, they said..

MEDEX 74: script 
for mass disaster

The nonexistent passenger train and the imaginary 


gasoline tanker truck fictitiously collided in such a 
"fiery disaster" F.riday that 500 emergency patients 
lay in mas.s confusion at two locations four miles apart. 


That was the scenario as Long Beach-Lakewood 


emergency services conducted MEDEX 74, their fourth 
annual major disaster drill for public and private 
agencies, including 11 area hospitals and units of the 
California National Guard's 40th Medical Battalion. 
; Focal points of the .drill were Veterans Memorial 


Stadium, where guardsmen under Major C. E. Hogg, a 
Torrance physician,- tended 350 young volunteer "vic- 
tims" and Long Beach State University's lower cam- 
pus, where 250 similar volunteers were "treated" by 
Long Beach and Los Angeles County paramedics. 


Activities at the two sites began about 7 a.m. with 


application of realistic moulage wound makeup to the 
volunteer victims. Molded rubber simulations of in- 
juries were combined with greasepaint and other cos- 
metic materials. 


The volunteers at the stadium 'were Long Beach 


City College students, while those at LBSU were uni- 
versity students, plus 90 resident student nurses from 
Los Angeles County-USC Medical Center. The moulage 
simulations were applied by theater arts department 
volunteers from the college and university. 


From moulage, the made up young volunteers then. 


moved on to the emergency medical phase called 
triage, the sorting of. injury cases by their gravity. The 
lively victims often keenly carried out their instruc- 
tions to scream and thrash in simulate pain and fear. 


Next step, the crux of the disaster drill, was the 


v transportation, after emergency care in the field, of 


those victims who needed and would benefit from the 
services of the 11 participating hospitals. 


At the stadium, this phase began with jemoval of 


18-year-old LBCC coed Patti Sanders, first carried by 
stretcher into a National Guard medical clearing 
company tent, where Drs. Hogg and Capt. Michael Liff 
removed a simulated dressing their triage team had 
applied to the severe "abrasion and laceration" moul- 
aged onto her left leg. 


The medical officers agreed that Patti appeared 


not to have'a fracture, but decided'to administer one- 
quarter grain of morphine because of her complaints of 
'pain, and recorded her receipt of that dosage on her 
forehead with a blue marking pen. 


They also tagged her to be X-rayed at a hospital to 


back up their field diagnosis of no fracture and to 
check for unseen fragments in' the wound. Patti was 
then assigned to the first of the 12 National Guard 
ambulances waiting nearby on the stadium running 
track. 


Similar scenes began simultaneously at the univer- 


sity campus, where private ambulances along with Red 
Cross and municipally owned vans and station wagons 
provided most transport. The vehicles were equipped 
with stretchers. 
. 


. From both sites, two helicopters provided by 'Los 


Angeles County sheriff's and fire departments flew 
some of the most critical cases to landing pads at the 
neighboring Veterans Administration and Naval hospi- 
tals. 
. 


Busy as stretcher bearers at both sites were young- 


sters from cadet training units and Explorer Posts 
attached to the fire and law enforcement services of 
the area. 


Crowded conditions were in evidence at the LBSU 


site, where authorities said original plans to center the 
field emergency services on the .track of the campus 
athletic field had to be changed on a day's notice. 
Asphalting of the track, under contract for some time 
and delayed by winter rains, preempted that part of 
the field Friday, and displaced the drill into narrower 
bounds to the south, adjoining the gymnasium. 


The move forced ambulances to use one narrow 


roadway, where some congestion of vehicles occurred, 
though traffic officers worked out a one-way routing 
for their departure. 


With more space available, Major Hogg's fleet of 


four-stretcher 'ambulances wheeled back and forth to 
hospitals more freely. 
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However, within minutes of noon, the last casualty 


left each site. 


Other vehicles were used to transport the 


"walking-wounded" at both sites. Several National 
Guard 2 Ms-ton supply trucks were used at the stadium. 


A lone canvas-canopied Jeep, showing marks of 


wear like many such vehicles historically pressed into 
field-ambulance service, also .hauled patients at the 
stadium. 


As the last cases left there, Explorer trainees 


circulated the playing field'bearing, big trash sacks, 
filling the final on-site role as cleanup squads. 


Later in the day, officials who organized the disas- 


ter drill met in a critique session to study lessons 
learned from and needs revealed by MEDEX 74.

(UPI)-With its eyes-on 
the future, the. Grand Ole 
Opry paused Friday night 
for a sentimental farewell 
to ramshackle old Ryman 
Auditorium, its swelter- 
ing, reverberating home 
of 33 years. 


The Opry leaves both 


the Ryman and the long- 
est chapter in its hillbilly 
past today when it moves 
into the plush $15 million 
new Opryhouse at Opry- 
land, 
U.S.A., 
- a 


Disneyland-like park on 
the outskirts of Nashville. 


President Nixon will at- 


tend the first show in the 
new home today, -meeting 
Mrs. Nixon there for the 
celebration of her 62nd 
birthday. 


THE OPRY'S last show 


in the old building was 
Friday night. 


The Ryman is a fire 


hazard now and its incon> 
veniences are legend, but 
nearly the entire 62-mem- 
ber Opry cast turned out 
"to sing one last song on 
the wooden stage, flanked 
with canvas ads for Mar- 
tha White Flour, Beechnut 
Chewing Tobacco, Rudy's 
Farm Sausage and other 
homey products. 
\ 


The Ryman's 3,000 seats 


were sold out long before 
the final performance and 
one Opry employe' said 
eager fans had been tak- 
ing pieces of the old 
auditorium with them as 
souvenirs for weeks. 


The Ryman, built .as an 


evangelist's tabernacle by 
a riverboat captain in 
1891, has fallen into a 
state of disrepair which 
experts say make it al- 
most unfeasible to fix. 
• 


Paint is peeling from 


the gray walls, plaster is 
hanging off in chunks. 
Wooden slats are missing 
from the ceiling. Its pews 
occasionally collapse. 


THE OPRY has been 


.broadcast over WSM 
radio since 1925. It did not 
move into the Ryman 
until 1941 but the live per- 
formances have drawn 
fans from every state and 
numerous foreign coun- 
tries into Nashville. 


Although the 0pry's 


new home will undoubted- 
ly be more comfortable 
for fans and performers 
alike, the distinctive 
flavor of the old Ryman 
will be m'issed by many. 


There will be no "Coke 


drip rows" at Opryland— 
seals beneath the balcony 
spattered by soft drinks 
leaking through cracks in 
the floor above. 


A ritual at the old 


Ryman for years had uni- 
formed 
men running 


through the audience with 
brooms and sticks, swat- 
ting the floor in pursuit of 
a presumably imaginary 
rat while women shrieked 
and scrambled on top of 
the old church pews. 


RODENTS presumably 


will be out of their ele- 
ment at the new place. 


One of the distinct 


advantages of the new 
home will be its air condi- 
tioning. The Ryman took 
on a steam-bath atmos- 
phere during summer 
months, with fans and 
performers alike drench- 
ed in sweat. 


The Ryman saw many 


auspicious debuts in its 
heyday, A mournful look- 
ing Alabaman named 
Hank Williams got the 
loudest, wildest reception. 
the Opry has ever seen in 
1949 with his "Lovesick 
Blues." 


Mass streak 
proves a dud

they're little ghosts down 
here."

taries in all except the top 
executive suites of many 
big companies. 


Total replacement will. 


take a long time. Even 
Kreitler still .has a secre- 
tary to hold the fort while 
he's promoting the word 
processing idea. And word 
processing equipment is 
expensive for little, firms, 
so it's hardly .surprising 
that the" columns of want 
ads for secretaries are- 
about as long as-evcr. 


But, said Kreitler, word 


processing' is performing 
well offices able to afford 
it. It is saving the Costa 
Mesa, Calif., Police De- 
partment around $73,000 a 
year and freeing police- 
men from the drudgery of 
typing their own reports. '

It depends on new ma- 
chines, such a Dicta- 
phone's Thought Tank, a 
device that stores dicta- 
tion, by telephone from all 
over company headquar, 
plus automatic writing, 
copying, and word-moni- 
toring machines. Kreitler 
believes sales of such 
equipment, as distinguish- 
ed from ordinary type- 
writers and office ma- 
chines, will zoom to $1 bil- 
lion-a year by 1980.

Crisis is shaking 
car buyer loyalty 


DETROIT (UPI) —• The 


energy crisis and gasoline 
shortage scare are shak- 
ing the traditional loyalty 
o£ car buyers to a single 
company. They now are 
going where the small 
cars are. 


American Motors Corp. 


is in the best position to 
benefit from such a 
switch. Three <out of every 
.four cars it sold in the 
three-month 
November- 


January period were 
small cars. One of every 
two sales at Ford and 
Chrysler in the same peri- 
od was a small car. 


A recent survey com- 


missioned by AMC and 
conducted in December in 
Philadelphia and St. Louis 
showed 4G per cent of 
those questioned expected 
gasoline rationing. If 
there is'rationing, 55 per 
cent said they would seri- 
ously consider buying 
from a different manufac- 
turer than they normally 
would. 


"Perhaps all of this is 


shaking that very basic 
thing in the automobile 
.industry that is loyalty," 
says William V. Lune- 
burg, president of AMC. 
"There are a lot of 
change's going on in peo- 
ple's minds." 


IF THERE is rationing, 


the AMC survey found, 52 
per cent of standard and - 
intermediate car buyers 
would move to small cars 
while the remainder said 
they wouldn't alter their 
buying plans. 


At Ford, John'Naugh- 


ton, vice president-sales, 
said the last 90-day period 
"has been the most chal- 
lenging we've ever had." 


Ford sold 290,722 small 


cars in the November- 
January period and is still 
boosting its production fa- 
cilities to turn out more. 
By the beginning of Sep- 
tember, Ford will be able 
to build 2 million small 
cars a year, 


"The small ear market 


is unbelievably strong 


now," says Naughton. 
"And we have the lead in 
that segment with five 
sniallears." 


In the 
past 
three 


months, Ford'sold 290,722 
small cars (50.9 per cent 
of all its sales) while 
General Motors sold 285,- 
064 (a much smaller 29.5 
per 'Cent share of its 
sales). 


"There seems to be a 


general feeling that be- 
cause of this energy thing 
the whole small car mar- 
ket just happened and 
caught everyone in De- 
troit by surprise," says 
Naughton. "Nothing could 
be further from the truth.

with chronology as it does 
with the accumulation of 
wisdom, 


But in financial plan- 


ning there's a whale of 
difference between the 
direction that.a 21-year- 
old, should go and the 
direction that a 70-year- 
old should go. 


Q: I AM just 60 years 


old and at this age I need 
immediate income. At 
present, I have $50,000 in 
an SVk per cent bond. This 
April I will have access to 
$150,000 that will come 
due from a time deposit". I 
am uncertain as to how to 
invest this to get a high 
return, but yet safe. 


Would you advise more 


high-yielding corporate 
bonds, or utility stocks 
with a high dividend and 
potential growth? As I 
said before, at my age I 
can't wait for apprecia- 
tion too long. 


I want the income now. 
A: You seem a little di- 


vided in your own mind 
about whether you consid- 
er yourself old, or not. 
You're "just 60 years 
old," on the one hand, 
but, at the same time, you 
"can't wait for apprecia- 
tion too long" at your age. 


I, personally, think that 
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you're top young to get 
yourself involved — any 
more than you are — in 
fixed-inconie securities. 


It's perfectly reasonable 


for you to go into a few 
utility stocks, most of 
which are selling at 
reasonable price-earnings 
ratio, and yielding any- 
where from 6 per cent to 
over 8 per cent. 


But I wouldn't put all of 


that upcoming $150,000 
into the utility basket ei- 
ther — spread it around 
two or three industry 
groups in addition to the 
utilities. 


There are a variety of 


near-blue chip issues sell- 
ing at depressed prices 
today and yielding (at cur- 
rent prices) as much as 
many well-rated bonds. 


If you feel you must 


take on more bonds then 
make sure that you stick 
with convertible bonds so 
that you won't get stuck 
out in left field once the 
stock 
market 
turns 


around — as turn around 
it must in time. 


You can't ignore the 


fact that you still have a

Should I sell my stock,

A: You don't give me a 


whole lot to go on — such 
as the name of the stock 
— and it's quite impossi- 
ble to tell you whether the 
company will resume pay- 
ing dividends- again, or 
not. 
. 
. 


Your best guide here is 


plain old history: look the 
company up in your 
broker's office (in any of 
the standard 
reference 


books) and see what it has 
done in the past. If it's 
been standard 
practice 


for the company to pay a 
dividend (skipping them 
only occasionally in bad 
years), then .it can prob- 
ably be' assumed that it 
will return to this policy 
as soon as feasible. 


If the stock, which you 


purchased at $40, has 
been as low as $11 and — 
in this kind of a market — 
has managed to struggle 
back up to $25, that's a 
pretty fair recovery (so 
far, at least). 


If the company thinks 


that it's own stock is a 
"buy" at $25, then maybe 
its management knows 
something that you don't 
know. A tantalizing idea. 
Why not hang on to it for 
awhile? 


Q: MY grandson, who is 


5, now has $500 in a sav- 
ings and loan account on 
which he is being paid 5Vt 
per cent interest com- 
pounded daily, paid quar- 
terly. This money is 
added to yearly by birth- 
day, as well as Christmas, 


and other, money gifts, 
and will remain out of cir- 
culation for at least 13 
more years. There must 
be someplace where the 
money will make more 
than it is making at 
present.

A: There is, indeed. 


Pick out a good, no-load, 
. mutual'fund (with at least 
a 5- to 7-year track 
record) and buy it for him 
under the Uniform Gifts 
to Minors Act (each state 
has such a law on the 
books). 


This permits you, or his 


father, to add to this in- 
vestment and, if, neces- 
sary in the future, to 
switch the funds to anoth- 
er investment medium, 
liquidate it, or what-have- 
you (under the "prudent 
man" doctrine). 


The $500 he now has 


satisfies the initial invest- 
ment policy of most no- 
load funds,, and additional 
investments in his name 
can normally be made in 
increments of about $25 to 
$50.
